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Note of Dissent 

As per draft proposal— for dissent note by Associate Members—of the Commission regarding the Joynagar 
Parliamentary Constituency (SC), the Canning Puiba Assembly Constituency (SC) has been excluded and the Magrahat 
Purba Assembly Constituency (SC) has been included This move is highly unacceptable as Canning Purba is in all 
respects which is being explained as follows:— 

(i) Canning Purba is under the Canning Sub-Division and well connected by all means of communications 
which provides the public convenience and contiguity to a maximum extent. 

(ii) Secondly, the population of both 141 Magrahat Purba and 139 Canning Purba are more or less same and 
as per the norms of the Commission, the Canning Purba should not have been delimited. The Iota! 
number of population against the proposed amended constituency is permissible by the guidelines. 

(iii) Also on the basis of geographical features, the Canning Purba is a pan and parcel of Joynagar Parliamentary 
Constituency which the physical map of lhe Parliamentary Constituency could reveal. 

(iv) As per the proposal of the Commission, the Canning Purba AC has been included into the Jadhavpur 
Parliamentary Constituency which does not have any basis as both the places are far away from each 
other. Aslo there are no means of communications, contiguity between both the places. Whereas Canning 
Purba is well connected with its present headquarters and having a very contiguity. 

(v) Somehow it can be agreeable that the Sandesh Khali AC has been separated from Joynagar PC as the 
saiUe belongs to a different District i.e. North 24 Parganas. However. Canning Purba is well within the 
same district i.e. South 24 Parganas w herein all the ACs of Joynagar PC existing. 

(vi) Moreover, the Canning Purba AC is not divided by any rivers or hilly ranges or forests or ravines and 
other such natural barriers, as per the norms of the Commission, w ith Joynagar PC and hence there is no 
justification for separating the Canning Purba AC from Joynagar PC. 

For instance. I would like to mention that 1 had requested for amendment against the proposed delimitation of 
127 Gosaba (SC) and 128 Basanti (SC) ACs. How ever, later on I withdraw the same and informed about my bearing the 
same opinion with the Commission, vide my letter dated 9 May, 2005 (copy enclosed). 

Moreoveij. it is to mention that almost all the proposals of the Commission for the Joynagar PC have been 
accepted and subsequently some suggestions made by me have been withdrawn. However, the Commission has accepted 
tlio.se withdrawn suggestions but the proposal for not to separate the Canning Purba AC from Joynagar PC, as submitted 
by me, has not been considered by the Commission.

I have gone through the draft proposal of the delimitation of the State Assembly and Parliamentary Constituencies, 
in our earlier proposal we have suggested the change of name of 184 Jagacha Assembly Constituency to Domjur 
Assembly Constituency as the area of the proposed Assembly Constituency has no relation with Jagacha area, Jagacha is 
a part of Howrah Municipal Corporation and away from the jurisdiction of the Assembly Constituency. In the earlier 
proposal CDB Sankrail has been divided which will result in administrative difficulty in holding the election. The guide 
lines of the Commission was not to disturb the CDBs as far as possible but in the proposal of Commission CDB Domjur 
and Sunk rail both have been divided putting 4 G.Ps. of Sankrail CDB 0005 Duillya 0007 Johorhat 0012 Panchpara 0016 
Thanamakua in Howrah Dakshin Assembly Constituency. We suggest that the whole of CDB Sankrail should be within 
174 Sankrail (SC) Assembly Constituency. The short-fall of population in 173 Howrah Dakshin Assembly Constituency 
may be made good by including Bankra I.G.P., Bankara II and Bankra III of Dtoajur CDB which is adjacent to the 
proposed Howrah Dakshin Assembly Constituency The short-fall in population figure of the proposal Jagacha Assembly 
Constituency (to be re-named as Domjur Assembly Constituency) may be made good by including 0005 Domjur G.P., 
0009 Mohiarv I.GP 0010 Mohiary II, 0011 Makardah I GP of Domjur CDB in the Assembly Constituency excluding 
from the Proposed Jagathallavpur Domjur Assembly Constituency. The short-fall in population figure of the proposed 
Jagacha Assembly Constituency (to be re-named as Domjur Assembly Constituency) may be made good by including 
0005 Domjur G.P. 0009 Mohiary I GP 0010 Mohiary II. 0011 Makardah I. GP of Domjur CDB in the A.C. excluding 
from the Proposed Jagatballavpur Domjur Assembly Constituency. The short-fall of the Jagatballavpur-Domjur Assembly 
Constituency (to be renamed as Jagatballavpur. Assembly Constituency) to be made good by including 0007 Kolora I. 
GP 0008 Kolora 11 GP 0009 Mohiary I. GP. 0010 Mohiary II GP from the proposed Sankrail (SC) Assembly Constituency. 

Regarding boundaries of Parliamentary Constituency we suggest that existing jurisdiction of Parliamentary 
Constituencies in the district should not be changed as there is no change in the number of Assembly Constituency in 
the district. Our concrete proposal is Assembly Constituencs of Bally. Howrah Uttar. Howrah Madhya, Howrah Dakshin. 
Shibpur and Jagacha (to be re-named as Domjur) be including in Howrah P C. The Assembly Constituency of Panchla 
and Jagatballavpur to be included in Serampare P.C. as at present Uleberia Purba, Uleberia (SC) Uleberia Dakshin. 
Shyampur. Bagnan. Anita and Udavnarayanpur Assembly Constituency to be included in Uleberia P.C. We also suggest 
that proposed Uleberia Uttar (SO) Assembly Constituency should be renamed as Amta S.C. Assembly Constituency and 
Uleberia Purba Assemlv Constituency' should be renamed as Uleberial Uttar Assembly Constituency and Proposed Amta 
Assembly Constituency' should be renamed as Kalyanpur Assembly Constituency. The present Parliamentaiy Constituency 
bear the same title having proposed jurisdiction.

NOTE OF DISSENT 

As an Associate Member of the Delimitation 
Commission of India (DCI) from West Bengal, strongly felt 
that the Draft Working Papers supplied to us for 
consideration,in the meeting held on 12-03-2005 was very 
much contradictory to the norms set by the DCI itself in its 
letter no. 282/DEL/2004 dated 17-03-2004. Since the DCI 
has no infrastructure of its own, they have to depend fully 
on the administrative machinery of the State Government 
and taking advantages of the helplessness of the DCI a 
section of Government Officials totally misguided the 
Commission and as a result proposals served only the 
interest of the ruling party and unnecessarily created 
problems for the people. 

With fullest confidence I assure that the guidelines, 
instructions and methodology were the foundation of each 
of im alternative proposals both for Assembly 
Constituencies {ACs) and Parliamentary Constituencies 
(PCs) If studied properly it will be found that 1 have 
considered only the advantages and disadvantages of the 
people of respective areas while preparing them but never 
indulged myself in the political narrowness. Perhaps that is 
why it is very heart breaking and demoralising to see 
majority of my proposals being denounced. 

Still, ip-spite of all objections, I have submitted near 
about 56 alternative proposals for ACs and 9 alternative 
proposals for PCs for consideration before the honourable 
Chairman apd other members of the DCI.

Commission in arriving at the entitlement of 
Assembly seats of different districts in West Bengal 
based only on Census 2001 population data has a 
dangerous potential for the safety and security of 
the country. No true Indian can be in agreement with 
the Delimitation Commission’s draft proposals to 
increase (by a total number of 18) the number of 
Assembly seats in the 8 (eight) districts having 
international border with Bangladesh and Nepal, 
simultaneously reducing and equal number of 
Assembly seats from the 7 (seven) districts as shown 
below:

Reasons for dissent: 


The abnormally high rate of growth of population in 
the 8 districts bordering the two foreign countries viz., 
Bangladesh and Nepal as compared to the normal rate of 
growth of population in the other districts is only on 
account of immigration of Bangladeshi and Nepali 
foreigners by unlawful infiltration through the porous 
international border since 1971 (Bangladesh’s War of 
Independence) and specially increasing by leaps and 
bounds si ncc 1977 after the Left Front Govt, acquired state 
power in West Bengal. Such massive infiltration has all 
along been encouraged and facilitated by grant of ration 
cards and other fake and false documents of domicile to 
the infiltration for strengthening the vote bank of the Left 
Front, specially llieCPl(M).

Instead of starting from the 
northernmost area 191Balagarh 
A.C., the work has been started 
from 185—Uttarpara A. C., which 
is the southernmost end of the 
district.

In all the above cases of at least 12 districts out of 19. 
the draft proposals have Been prepared in serious violation 
of the Commission's own guidelines which means that the 
proposals have been prepared arbitrarily and not in 
" bondfide ” manner. 


3. A good number of the proposed Assembly 
constituencies have not been kept within the prescribed 
ceiling or floor population. 

The one and only one objective of the delimitation 
work is to ensure that all the proposed constituencies do 
have more or less the same population. 

To achieve this holy objective, the commission Has 
formulated Clause III of the guidelines (page 3/10). In all 
the sub-clauses (i) to (iv) of this Clause in. the detailed 
methodology and exceptions have been elaborated. 

By strictly working on the basis of Clause III (iii), the 
commission, by dividing the 2001 Census population of 
80176197 by 294—the total number of A.Cs. has arrived at 
a population figures of 2,72,708 which should have been 
the ideal population figure per constituency. 

But, taking into consideration the various 
adimnstrative and geophysical constraints, the commission 
has righitly fixed the highest permissible population and 
also the lowest permissible population for any constituency. 
The Commission has fixed the ceiling population [2,72,708 
plus(+) 10 per cent of2,72,708 i.e. 2,72,708 + 27,271=2,99,979] 
and the floor population at [2,45,437 to 2,72,708 minus (-) 
lOpercentof 2,72,708 i.e. 2,72,708—27,271—245,437]. 

However, in the following cases, the draft proposals 
have breached either the prescribed ceiling of the floor.

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The above table clearly brings out that in as mam as 
13 cases, the prescribed ceihng population of 2.99,979 has 
been exceeded and in as many as 10 cases, the prescribed 
floor population has not been maintained i.e. in a total 
number of 23 constituencies, the prescribed ultimate limits 
of the population has been violated. In fact, in the 2 extreme 
cases of238 Bandwan (ST) and 38 Kumarganj, the deviation 
is as high as more than 15 per cent. In fact, the difference 
between the population of these two ACs is as high as 
84,743. 

It is very clear that the commission has prepared the 
draft proposals in complete violation of the commission's 
own guidelines as prescribed in clause III—Population 
of the guidelines, This means that the proposals have been 
made ‘arbitrarily 7 and not in a ‘bonafide ’ manner. 

Hence, the Commission should not further proceed 
on the basis of thesi draft proposals, but it should rework 
out the proposals so that in every single case, the 
prescribed ceiling 4>f Census population plus (+) 10 per 
cent or the prescribed floor of Census population minus( -) 
10 per cent is strictly observed. 

4. Uncalled fpr abolition of existing Constituencies, 
creation of new Constituencies and avoidable disturbance 
of a number of existing Constituencies. 

The Commission has caused abolition of several 
existing Constituencies and has created several new 
Constituencies and has also extensively disturbed the 
boundaries of several existing Constituencies. 

Unfortunately, It appears that the above abolition, 
creation and disturbance seriously affects mostly the 
Constituencies now held by the opposition M L. A. and it 
also appear that those proposals, in most cases, favour the 
ruling Left Front, specially the CPI(M),

Sir; 

On the working paper supplied by the Commission 
along with principles and guideline laid down therein for 
reconstitution of Assembly/Paiiiament Constituencies in 
West Bengal, I submitted some alternative proposal in 
respect of 22 A C. and one Parliament Constituency, With 


these alternative proposals 1 and another Associate 
Member Sri Sanat Kumar Mondal explained before the 
Commission on 08-06-2005 the reasons lor making such 
alternative proposal. But to my utter surprise ! found that 
none of those proposals submitted by me has been 
accepted and incorporated in the draft proposal except in 
case of Bharatpur and Barowan A.C. with minor change, 
whereas the commission failed to realise the problem of 
connectivity, natural barrier, distance and contiguity in other 
cases. 

It is also not understood as to why the Commission 
could not accept my proposal wherein L strictly followed 
the Commission's guideline while submitting those 
proposals. , 

As the proposal, delimitation of A.C. and 
Parliamentary Constituencies is being done for next 20 
years, all the relevant aspects ought to have been taken 
care of by the Commission in lieu of taking any hasty 
decision in this regard. 

It is also observed that the Commission could not 
pay due alteration to maintain present composition of the 
constituencies as far as possible and unnecessary disturbed 
the present set lip and long association and habit of the 
people concerned. 

Hence I cannot agree to the said draft proposal of 
the Commission and put my note of dissent on it on the 
ground that; 

(1) The headquarter of Tapan CDB though situated 
in Ha/.ratpur G.P. has been included in 41 
Gangarampur A.C. as per the draft proposal. 

(2) That 4 G.Ps namely. Gopalbati, Na/urpur. Patiram 
andDangaofBalurghat C.D.B. has been included 
with 40 Tapan A.C. ignoring long distance (40 
K. Ms to 65 K. Ms) front Block headquarter of 
Tapan and river Atrevi is causing natural barrier 
between Tapan and the said 4 G.Ps. 

(3) That Autina G.P. of Tapan C.D.B. has been 
included with 41 Gangarampur A.C.. ignoring non¬ 
existence of any direct link road or connectivity 
between the said G.P and Gangarampur except 
link road via Tapan Chandipur which falls under 
40 Tapan A.C. 

(4) That Binnaguri G.P. of Dhupguri C.D.B. under 
Jalpaigun Sadar Sub-Division has been excluded 
front present 15 Dhupguri A.C. and included with 
14 Madarihat A.C. in the Draft proposal in spite 
of existence of vast Military' cantonment area 
between the said G.P. and Madarihat through 
which entry of Public is strictly prohibited. 

(5) That Nurpur G.P of Suti 11 C D., under Jangipur 
Sub-division and Moya G.P. of Lalgola C.D.B. 
under La (bag Sub-DAdsion have heen 
unnecessarily included with 59. Raghunathganj 
A.C. from their present position ignoring the 
distance, lack of connectivity and the Commission 
did not pay due attention to make consequential 
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changes therein as per my allcrnalive proposal. 

(^) As regards the Parliamentary Constituencies 5- 
Raiganj and 6 - Balurghat. 34- Kaliaganj AC. and 
36 Itahar A C', have been interchanged as shown 
in the draft proposal though they were it 
mentioned at present in the working paper. The 
reason behind such change is not understood 
and acceptable as Kaliaganj A.C. is closer to 
Balurghat PC. and vice-versa. 

(7) As regards 19-Jaynagar P.C. the Commission 
unnecessarily excluded 139-Canning Pnrba A. C. 
and included 141- Magrahat Purbo A.C. in the 
working paper as well as the draft publication 
ignoring the present composition and distance of 
141 A C from 19 Jaynagar P.C. and thus proposed 
to constitute the same P.C. with area under 3 sub¬ 
division. viz. Diamond Harbour. Baraipur and 
Canning.
